The body is to be sent by train to 
his home in Hou ston. 
Walker had come to Abilene 
to 
see his wife, he said, and

er g et into Rizzo’s car. 
Walker then 
followed

first to Kirby park and

Abilene State park.

in a repa ir pa rt tha t doesn’t fit. 
Don't forget tha t good lubrica nts a re a lot chea per tha n re­
